Funding to Protect Drinking Water 


Conservation Ontario applaud- 
ed the Provincial government's 
announcement recently to pro- 
vide $13 million to assist Con- 
servation Authorities and their 
partners to protect drinking 
water in Ontario. 

“The governments announce- 
ment is very welcome and en- 
couraging,’ said Peter Krause, 
Chair of Conservation Ontario, 
representing Ontarios 36 Con- 
servation Authorities.” 

The Minister of the Envi- 
ronment Leona Dombrowsky 
and the Minister of Natural Re- 
sources David Ramsay jointly 
announced that the govern- 
ment is providing funding for 
source protection planning for 
all watersheds in the province. 


Your Healthy 


Just over $10 million will be 
directed to Conservation Au- 
thorities to prepare for this plan- 
ning effort and develop water 
budgets that will identify the 
availability and use of water on 
a watershed basis. 

“Pulling together existing data 
and undertaking preliminary 
technical studies is necessary 
for future decisions about water 
in Ontario,’ said Krause. “The 
government’ funding will en- 
able this work to move ahead 
quickly”. 

Conservation Authorities are 
local watershed management 
agencies that work in partner- 
ship with municipalities and 
other levels of government to 
plan and carry out natural re- 


The Winter Blues 


As the days get shorter, don't 
be surprised if you feel down 
more often than usual. It's likely 
because there's less daylight in 
these winter months. If nega- 
tive feelings persist, or inter- 
fere with your daily activities, 
you may have Seasonal Affec- 
tive Disorder (SAD). This can 
range from mild discomfort to 
clinical depression, affecting 
your life at every turn.

Open your house to as much 
light as possible - get rid of dark 
and dreary and surround your- 
self with light. Ask your health 


care provider about artificial 
light therapy. If you? efforts don't 
do the job, get professional help 
promptly: remember, if you're 
depressed.all the time, it won't 
go away on its own. 

Effec- 
tive treatment will bring you 
rapid relief.

Time for 
community 
to react 


lam writing this out of concem 
following recent media reports on 
the near riot in downtown Port 
Hope. Violent incidents such as 
this are shocking to the commu- 
nity and bad news for the own- 
ers of licensed establishments, 
the town and law enforcement 
officials. 


These incidents, combined 
with the recent release of statis- 
tics from the Centre of Addiction 
and Mental Health, indicating 
that Northumberland County 
has a higher than average rate 
of substance use, suggest that 
this problem may even be get- 
ting worse.

Other communities have de- 
veloped coalitions and commit- 


.. tees of municipal representatives, 


law enforcement officials, pub- 
lic health staff, licensed estab- 
lishments and liquor inspectors. 
These committees have worked 
together to develop strategies, 
including bylaws and municipal 
policies which make it easier for 
police to maintain the peace. 

Some communities have de- 
veloped Alcohol Accords, which - 
are contracts between the town, 
licensed establishments, the liquor 
inspectors and the police. These 
Accords clearly-spell out each 
organizations role and responsi- 
bility in addressing the issue. For 
example, licensed establishments 
may agree to stagger their clos- 
ing times, the Town may agree 
to ensure that taxis are lined up 
waiting outside and the police / 
may agree to maintaining a vis- 
ible presence. 

The challenge is to have the 
key partners and every member 
of the community to play a role 
in addressing the issue of alco- 
hol and violence. Weneed to 
examine our own attitudes to- 
wards binge drinking and sub- 
stance abuse. 


What kind of role models are 
we to the youth in our commu- 
nity? Drinking for the sole pur- 
pose of getting drunk is socially 
acceptable, and to some extent, 
celebrating Canadian culture. It's 
seen as a rite of passage among 
many, including athletic teams 
and universities and colleges, 
with little discussion of the risks 
and consequences that accom- 
pany it. Mentors, coaches, teach- 
ers and parents all need to talk 
more about the risks of binge 
drinking-risks that are substan- 
tial and include violence, injury, 
sexual assault, unplanned sexual 
activity, alcohol poisoning and 
impaired driving. 


Consider the Port Hope inci- 
dent a wake-up call. Let’s all start 
talking about this issue and focus 
on some concrete solutions. At 
the same time, parents, coaches 
and teachers should open up lines 
of communication with young 
people. This might help ensure 
they won't follow the example 
set for them in the Port Hope 
incident.

onoured 


for conservation efforts 
Nominated by Lower Trent authority 


Alliston--Well-known conser- 
vationist Maria Heissler, along 
with her late husband-Paul, 
received a Conservation Pio- 
neer award at the A.D. Latornell 
Conservation Symposium held 
last week in Alliston, Ont. The 
award was presented at a lun- 
cheon attended by 800 people 
at Ontario's largest gathering of 
conservation researchers and 
practitioners. 

The Conservation Pioneer 
Award honours individuals who 
have contributed significantly to 
the conservation movement in 
Ontario. The prestigious award 
is presented annually to five de- 
serving individuals who have 
“shown us the value of perse- 
verance and grassroots initia- 
tive and they have set the stan- 
dards of excellence in delivering 
projects. Most important, they 
have inspired conservation pro- 
fessionals and volunteers ev- 
erywhere- 

Conservation groups such as 
conservation authorities, univer- 
sities, not-for-profit organizations 
and government agencies can 
all make nominations for the 
award. The Heisslers were nomi- 
nated for the award by Lower 
Trent Conservation. 

Maria Heissler and her hus- 
band, the late Paul Heissler, 
have been active environmen- 
tal stewards since moving to 
the Quinte area in 1953. Over 
the years, their farm along Cold 
Creek has become a model of 
wise land management and a 
testimony to their strong belief 
in conservation. Paul and Maria 
spearheaded the formation of 
the Cold Creek Improvement As- 
sociation in 1989 with the intent 
of influencing their neighbours 
to follow their example. 

While Paul had the dream 
and was most often credited 
with the drive in the couple's 
many environmental accom- 
plishments, Maria was the one 
who, with stalwart persistence, 
made the key contacts and did 
most of the public speaking. 

in 1989, Paul was recognized 
at the Soil & Water Conservation 
Society's Annual Conference 
held.in Edmonton where he 
received an honour award. 


Played Key Role 

The Latornell Conference is 
named for Art Latornell who 
played a key role in Ontario's 
conservation authorities pro- 
gram from the 1950's to the 
1970's. Part of the philosophy 
of Latornell Symposium is the 
support and mentoring of future 
conservationists and the recog- 
nition of the men and wom- 
en who have dedicated their 
lives to improving the world 
around them. 

Paul was instrumental in the 
formation of Lower Trent Con- 
servation in 1968 and, in fact, 
worked closely with Art Latornell 
who was the fleld service super- 
visor for the Ministry of Natural 
Resources at the time. 

The couple’s most recent en- 
vironmental project was the ac- 
quisition of the “Bleasdell Boul- 
der” or “Glen Miller Rock’, near 
Trenton in 1997 in an effort to 
make it publicly accessible. The 
Bleasdell Boulder Natural Heri- 
tage Site contains a 44 feet long 
by 24 feet wide metamorphic 
rock, or “glacial erratic” depos- 
ited more than 20,000 years 
ago. Thanks to the Heissler's 
persistence, the site now has 
a proper entrance, a bridge, a 
forest management plan and 
800 new trees. Maria continues 
to be actively involved with the 
Bleasdell Boulder Preservation 
Corporation, the non-profit or- 
ganization the couple estab- 
lished in 2001. 

At his passing in 2002 at the 
age of 95, Paul was remembered 
as an avid environmentalist who 
made a difference in the world 
around him. The Heisslers plant- 
ed thousands of trees and influ- 
enced many on their policies of 
wise land use. Their dedication 
to protecting the environment 
is a legacy to us all. 

After being notified of the 
award, Maria was quick to point 
out that she accepts the award 
not for the glory of receiving an 
environmental award but for 
the hope that others will learn 
from their example and be in- 
spired to do their part for the 
conservation and protection of 
our natural environment.

Northumberland---Northum- 
berland MPP Lou Rinaldi says 
the government will implement 
a comprehensive, four-year 
planned investment in health 
and education to foster eco- 
“nomic growth and balance the 
budget.

Provincial action plan fights 
domestic violence 


Cobourg - As part of its first 
steps in a long-term action plan 
to fight domestic violence, the 
provincial government is in- 
vesting $12,831 in Northum- 
berland Services for Women. 
The money will be utilized for 
a transitional and housing sup- 
port program that helps women 
and their children fleeing do- 
mestic violence. 

“We are reaching out to bet- 
ter serve more women who are 
victims of domestic violence,’ 
said Northumberland MPP Lou 
Rinaldi. “We are helping wom- 
en connect with a network of 
community supports so they 
can find and maintain the hous- 
ing they need to build a stable 
life for themselves and their 
children” 

Under the Transitional and 


Housing Support Program, the 
government is investing an ad- 
ditional $3.5 million annually 
to help more than 70 women's 
shelters, second stage houses 
and community agencies that 
provide refuge and counselling 
for abused women and their 
children. This brings the gov- 
ernment’ total annual invest- 
ment in these critical support 
services to $9.1 million. 

The additional funding builds 
on the success of existing out- 
reach services but is more flexi- 
al funding goes beyond serving 
women in shelters, providing 
supports to women with a diver- 
sity of needs - including those 
living in their own homes. 

The new funding enhanc- 
es existing supports that help 
women live their lives free from 


domestic violence by helping to 
find safe, secure housing, and 
by providing counselling and 
advocacy services, job training 
and income supports. 

The government's long-term 
action plan to fight domestic 
violence, introduced by Pre- 
mier McGuinty in April, also 
sets aside an additional $4.9 
million for a four-year pub- 
lic education and awareness 
campaign to help communi- 
ties break the cycle of violence 
and improve training for police 
officers, Crown attorneys and 
others working in the criminal 
justice system. 

“Violence against women is 
unacceptable,’ said M.P.P. Rin- 
aldi. “When we help women 
and their children find lives free 
of violence, the whole commu- 
nity benefits.”

Also promised is an increase for 
the share of public health costs 
covered by the Province from 
50 per cent to 75 per cent by 
2007, and investing in improve- 
ments to highways, affordable 
housing and water quality. 

“In order to stabilize our fiscal 
situation and invest in health 
care and education, we have 
made two important choices-to 
increase revenues and to bal- 
ance thebudget over four years,” 
Rinaldi said. “It is simply not 
possible to deliver a balanced 
budget this year without de- 
stabilizing vital public services

Renewable energy firm to operate in Trenton 


Northumberland - The provin- 
cial government is increasing 
the supply of clean, renewable 
energy in Ontario by signing 
contracts for 10 projects that 
will provide enough power for 
100,000 homes. 

“The 10 new energy projects 
will provide 395 megawatts of 
clean, renewable energy, which 
will reduce our dependence on 
dirty coal-fired plants and en- 
hance air quality throughout the 
province,’ said Energy Minis- 
ter Dwight Duncan.

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Bill would ban people 
being outside vehicle 


land MPP Lou Rinaldi has in- 
troduced a bill that if passed, 
will amend the Highway Traf- 
fic Act (HTA). It would pro- 
hibit people from occupying 
the truck or delivery body of a 
the vehicle is being driven on 
a highway. 


Driven less than 25 km 


The exception would be only 
if the vehicle is being driven 
at less than 25 kilometers per 
hour on a highway that is not 
a controlled-access highway. 
A person is also prohibited 
from occupying a vehicle that 
is being towed or drawn on a 
highway. 

“| just can't see why we have 
regulations for people requir- 
ing them to wear safety belts 
and to be properly retrained 
inside a vehicle,” said Rinaldi. 
“The same should apply to peo- 
ple riding outside of a vehicle, 
such as people who ride in the 
box of a pick-up truck” 


Bill introduced by Galt 


This isn’t the first time that 
MPPs have heard about these 
concerns. The former MPP for 
Northumberland, Doug Galt, 
introduced this bill in 2001 in 
memory of two young men 
that lost their lives in an acci- 
dent. They were ejected from 
the box of the pick-up truck 
they were riding in. Respect- 
fully, this bill has been named 
the Bill 153, the Jay Lawrence 
and Bart Mackey Memorial Act 
(2004). When introduced in 
2001, this bill instantly received 
full party support and was or- 
dered for second reading and 
then was sent to committee for 


debate, but was lost before the - 


legislature got a chance to re- 
ceive Third Reading and Royal 
Assent to become law. 


“This is so important,’ Rin- 
aldi said. “Precious lives are at 
stake and I can't believe that this 
isn't law yet in Ontario when 
in several other Provinces and 
States it’s already in place!” 
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LTC leads source water protection program 


Trenton---Lower Trent Con-- 
servation is preparing to lead a 
program aimed at the long-term 
protection of sources of drink- 
ing water for the Trent/Ganara- 
ska watershed region. 

Leona Dombrowsky, pro- 
vincial Minister of the Envi- 
ronoment and federal Minister 
of Natural Resources, David 
Ramsay, made the joint an- 
nouncement. A total of $13 
million will be provided to as- 
sist Ontarios 36 Conservation 
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Authorities and their partners 
to initiate the preparation of 
source protection plans. 

LTC officials, along with mu- 
nicipal representatives, partners 
and the general public greeted 
Ms. Dombrowsky at an Open 
House scheduled Thursday, 
Dec. 2nd at the LTC new ad- 
ministrative office. Northum- 
berland MPP Lou Rinaldi also 
attended the function. 

“Protecting water before it 
enters our treatment systems 
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is the first step in making sure 
our drinking water is safe,’ said 
Dombrowsky. 

“Developing watershed- 
based source protection plans 
is a natural part of our Con- 
servation Authority busi- 
ness,” explains Jim Kelleher, 
LTC General Manager. “I am 
pleased that the Province has 
decided to fully fund this vi- 
tal work” 

LTC, in partnership with 
the Crowe Valley, Ganaraska 
Region, Kawartha Region and 
Otonabee Region Conserva- 
tion Authorities, will be direct- 
ing the preparation of water- 
shed-based source protection 
plans for the Trent/Ganaras- 
ka watershed region, a 15,000 
square kilometre area stretch- 
ing from Algonquin Park to 
Lake Ontario. 


LTC will be hiring a proj-. 


ect’manager, hydrogeologist 
and water resources engineer 
early in the New Year to start 
pulling together existing data 
and develop water budgets that 
will identify the availability 
and use of water within the 
watershed. Further funding is 
expected from the government 
next spring to help complete 
source protection plans.

Un- 
fortunately, an elderly man in a 
minivan couldnt avoid the result- 
ing chaos and was killed.

So, there hundreds of vehicles sat. For one, two, three, four, 
five even six hours while the police, fire, ambulance, hazmat and 
journalists did their respective jobs. 

When you have that kind of time, you start to count things. 
How many cars per linear mile, how many airplanes get missed, 
how many medical procedures will have to be rescheduled, what 
is the pollution cost, how much do the emergency services cost, 
how many minutes apart are the contractions, and so on. 

And you start wondering about the unanswerable questions: 
At what point do idling cars run out of gas, what about those 
who skipped breakfast and were just about to stop for lunch, 
how did people communicate before cell phones, and how do 
the women go to the bathroom... 

If you do an estimate and add up the total societal cost of an 
accident like that, including the cost of the disruption in thou- 
sands of lives, you would quickly hit the multiples of millions 
of dollars. And that is without valuing the cost, of course, of the 
loss of human life. 

But here’s the thing. These people shouldn't have to sit in one 
place for six hours while the road crews rebuild a section of 
the 401. There should be enough organization in place to turn 
them around. 

After two hours, my manager tried driving on the shoulder 
the wrong way, until a friendly cop informed him of the hor- 
rendous fine for traveling the wrong way on a divided highway, 
and suggested he find his place back in line. 

As effective as these concrete barriers are on the 401 to protect 
us from the mistake of building the roads too close together in 
the first place, there are precious few places where vehicles can 
get through the barrier and be rerouted. As I think about the 
wasted time, I can't help but believe that half way between each 
exit should be a removable concrete barrier section, so that in 
emergencies, the police can: Block off the highway; turn around 
the last cars up the entrance ramp; open up the emergency bar- 
rier and funnel people onto the opposite side of the highway. 
Then the investigation and dean-up can happen in relative peace, 
and the motorists can claim what is left in their day. 

Time is one of the most precious commodities we have. And 
one of the most rare. It's certainly worth more than the few thou- 
sand bucks it would cost to fix that barrier if someone had just 
taken a cement saw to it.

The doctor just about tore it off, 
asking if this hurt. In hindsight 
| wonder if | was supposed to 
squeal like a pig to demonstrate 
my tolerance for pain. 

Hospital staff booked a tread- 


_mill heart test for me in Peter- 
| borough for the following Friday. 


When | arrived they had sent me 
to the wrong one of the clinic’s 
two addresses. Fortunately clinic 
staff were accommodating and 
gave me-an unscheduled test; 
results to be sent to the emer- 
gency doctor. = 
This was two months ago, 
and I've received no information 
from the hospital or the clinic. 
Do | feel I've been treated with 
respect-concem and compas- 
sion by a premium health care 
system? - ; 


Case 2: A young widow's fac- 
tory-worker husband kept get- 
ting severe stomach pains. The 
doctors told him to take over- 
the-counter pain medication. His 
family was convinced there was 
something seriously wrong, and 
unfortunately they were right. 
He died in agony of stomach 
cancer many months later. if the 
doctors had made the correct 
diagnosis in time, his widow 
and two children would likely 
still have a husband and father. 
Premium health care? Maybe 
not in Hastings County 

Case 3: A woman in her late 
fifties, another hardworking fac- 
tory toiler. Experiencing chest 
pains, her husband took her 
to hospital. Diagnosis: angina. 
Several months ago the pains 
returned and this time tests re- 
vealed she had experienced a 
heart attack two years ago. Seri- 
ous damage had been done, and 
the early misdiagnosis means 
this lovely person is spending 
her hard-earned retirement in 
a state of painful disability.

In 1985, the governments of 
Canada and the United States 
identified The Bay of Quinte 
as a pollution hotspot on the. 
Great Lakes. A mix of toxic 
contaminants, bacterial, and 
nutrient overloads had-led to 
great imbalances in the aquatic 
ecosystem of the Bay. Plant and 
animal diversity was being lost 
_.. habitats, especially wetlands 
were disappearing or seriously 

... and risks to human 
health were possible. Some- 
thing had to be done without 
delay. That same year, 1985, 
the development of a Bay of 
Quinte Remedial Action Plan 
(BQ-RAP) was started. A Co- 
ordinating Committee made up 


of federal and provincial min- 
istries, and a Public Advisory 
Committee representing local, 
Bay of Quinte interests drafted 
an action plan (1993). BQ-RAP 
“has three distinct stages. Stage I 
- defining the problems. Stage 
II - recommending restora- 
tion actions and implementing 


them (known locally as “The _ 


Big Cleanup”). Stage III - en- 
hanced monitoring to measure 
success. 

BQ-RAP is in the final 
months of its current Five- 
Year Work Plan (2001-2005). 
A number of targeted actions 
have been taken to protect prog- 
ress to date: 

. Protection of significant 


natural areas in partnership with 
municipalities and landown- 
ers (256 hectares of wetland 
have been successfully reha- 
bilitated) 

. Restoration and protection 
of fish habitats (a Bay of Quinte 
Fish Habitat Management Plan 
has been developed) 

. Wildlife monitoring to track 
trends in environmental condi- 
tions via community volunteers 
(Community Wildlife Monitor- 
ing Program) 

. Reduction of urban pollu- 
tion to the Bay by implement- 
planning studies (important 
achievements have been real- 
ized, including since 1990, a

Ensuring farming in the

Ensuring farming in the 
proposed greenbelt area can 
be viable into the future is an 
important aspect the govern- 
ment has so far neglected to 
address. We need a complete 
examination of a number of 
tools that could assist in this 
regard - strengthened right-to- 
farm legislation, the purchase 
of development rights, farm- 
land trusts, and a broad range 
of income issues farmers need 
answers for before implemen- 
tation of the legislation. 

Nick DeBoer, Peel Federa- 
tion president, said it well at 
the Nov. 29 meeting in Cale- 
don East when he said, “The 
Government is mistaken if it 
thinks agriculture will roll over 
and take this flawed process .. 
the government doesnt seem 
to care about the farmers who

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Robert Merry, a Halton Re- 
gion farmer, said: “I feel like I'm 
living in a communist state ..

While the proposed green- 
belt legislation deals specifi- 
cally with the Greater Toronto 
Area and lands from the Ni- 
agara area up through Simcoe 
County, the issue has the po- 
tential to impact all Ontario 
farmers. OFA is working to en- 
sure farmers across the prov- 
ince aren't faced with the same 
ultimatum given to GTA farm- 
ers. It is inevitable that when 
development is stopped in the 
proposed greenbelt area, there 
will be leapfrogging into other 
areas of the province and the 
scenario will just keep repeating 
itself across the province. 


Public should pay the price 


When the government says _ 


the preservation of green spaces 
is for the public good, it should 
follow naturally that the pub- 
lic should pay the price. We 
want the government to estab- 
lish a monitoring system that 
will provide a review of how 
farmland prices are impacted 
by Greenbelt Act and trigger 
appropriate compensation for 
farmers. 

OFA is also concerned that 
other legislative and regulatory 
initiatives are proceeding inde- 
pendent of Greenbelt discus- 
sions. Source Water Protection, 
Nutrient Management plan- 
ning, Provincial Policy state- 
ment review and the Grow On- 
tario initiatives all will have an 
impact on what farmers do with 
their property.

Ottawa---Forty national initia- 
tives will receive over $12.1 mil- 
lion from the Advancing Cana- 
dian Agriculture and Agri-Food 
(ACAAF) Program, Agriculture 
and Agri-Food Minister Andy 
Mitchell has announced. 

This much-needed injection 
of federal funding will support 
a myriad of innovative national 
initiatives across Canada. The 
projects range from the uses of 
molecular information to im- 
prove the quality of Canadian 
pork to a national demographic 
survey of scrapie genetics in Ca- 
nadian sheep. Other initiatives 
include the implementation of 
a cut flower export program 
to developing a revised list of 
grades for Canadian fresh pro- 
duce and uniform grade stan- 
dards between Canada and the 
United States. 

The ACAAF program, a five- 
year, $255-million program, 
launched in April 2004 to re- 
place the Canadian Adapta- 
tion and Rural Development 
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(CARD) Fund, will help the 
Canadian agriculture and agri- 
food sector to better plan for the 
future by focussing on current 
and emerging issues. 

“I am delighted to see that, 
once again, forward-looking 
sector leaders and entrepre- 
neurs and have stepped up to 
the plate during the first call of 
ACAAF proposals with a var- 
ied menu of exciting projects 
that ACAAF will support and 
which will undoubtedly ben- 
efit the sector, “ Mr. Mitchell 
said. 


Among the 40 projects, $1.2 
million has been committed 
to focus on on-farm imple- 
mentation of the integrated 
fruit production program for 
the Canadian apple industry. 
An allocation of $600,000 has 
been earmarked to transform- 
ing organic agriculture. Another 
$300,000 will be dedicated to- 
ward an Aboriginal youth pilot 
project to determine the need 
of stakeholders to introduce 
4-H programming into other 
areas of Canada. One of the 
most innovative projects, to 
receive $99,900 funding, is the 
advancement from pre-com- 
mercialization stage to com- 
mercial introduction of B-glu- 
can products, using barley and 
oatmeal materials to fill novel 
market opportunities. 


“ACAAF will continue in 
CARD’s successful legacy of 
investing in projects which con- 
tribute to the long-term pros- 
perity of the agriculture and 
agri-food sector, Mr. Mitch- 
ell said.

‘The error occurred during the 
implementation of a computer 
software upgrade. The informa- 
tion on the cheques was correct.

The legend of Santa Claus 
can be traced back hundreds 
of years.

frivolous nature of its subject, 
is largely responsible for our 
modern image of Santa Claus 
as a “right jolly old elf” and a 
supernatural ability to ascend 
up a chimney with a mere nod 
of his head! 

Although some of Moore's 
imagery was probably borrowed 
from other sources, his poem 
helped to popularize the now 
familiar idea of a Santa Claus 
who flew from house to house 
on Christmas Eve in “a minta 
ture sleigh” led by eight flying 
reindeer.

Change is coming 

Change is coming in the le- 
gal meaning of the word “mar- 
riage” should the Prime Min- 
ister's present direction result 
in new law 

In 1995 the Supreme Court 
provided the opinion that: “mar- 
riage is by nature heterosexu- 
al. It would be legally possible 
to define marriage to include 
homosexual couples, but this 
would not change the biological 
and social realities that underlie 
traditional marriage” 

and that: 


“Marriage has from time im- 
memorial been firmly grounded 
in our legal tradition, one that ts 
itself a reflection of long-stand- 
ing philosophical and religious 
traditions.” 


In the name of equality, the 
court has ruled that the term 
“marriage” should apply to both 
heterosexual and homosexual 
unions and that the federal gov- 


ernment has the right to make 
that change. : 

‘There is another option that 
respects equality under the law 
and that is to rename the “ mar- 
riage certificate “ to reflect what it 
is: an agreement through which 
enforceable legal responsibilities 
are assumed. A term such as 
“civil union contract” or “reg- 
istered domestic partnership” 
could replace “marriage cer- 
tificate” for both heterosexual 
and homsexual unions. 

Following this option there 
would be equality for all cou- 
ples choosing to accept respon- 
sibilities to each other, thereby 
meeting the requirements of 
the Supreme Court. 

By removing the term “ mar- 
riage “ from the statutes books 
all would be at liberty to apply 
the meaning to the word “mar- 
riage” according to our person- 
al beliefs. 

Such an action on the part of 
the Parliament of Canada would 
avoid the divisiveness that will be 
engendered by whatever is the 


outcome ofa vote in the House 
of Commons on the direction 
currently proposed by the Gov- 
ernment. 


Parliament having begun a 
seven week break on December 
14th, a timely opportunity exists 
for constituents to express their 
views to their Member as they 
move about their riding.

Port Hope---Local Conserva- 
tion Authorities, including Ga- 
naraska Region Conservation 
Authority (GRCA) are gear- 
ing up for a program focusing 
on the long-term protection 
of drinking water sources for 
the Trent/Ganaraska Water- 
shed Region. The province has 
announced that a total of $13 
million is to be provided to as- 
sist Ontario's 36 Conservation 
Authorities and their partners 
to initiate the preparation of 
source protection plans. 
“Protecting water before it 
enters our treatment systems 
is the first step in making sure 


our drinking water is safe,” said 
Leona Dombrowsky, Minister 
of the Environment. 


GRCA, in partnership with 
the Crowe Valley, Lower Trent, 
Kawartha Region and Oto- 
nabee Region Conservation 
Authorities, will be directing 
the preparation of watershed- 
based source protection plans 
for the watershed region - a 
15,000 square kilometre area 
stretching from Algonquin Park 
to Lake Ontario. 

Lower Trent Conservation is 
the lead for the Trent/Ganara- 
ska Watershed Region.

Co.....longnose dace samples...

“It again 
seems possible that the fish are 
more stressed by the arsenic 
and other metal exposure than 
has been acknowledged in the 
Moira Lake study and sensible 
prudence should be exercised in 
fish consumption. It also adds

To be even more accu- 
rate, more detailed dissection 
of the fiqures are necessary to 
show what is going on. This takes 
hours of research without the 
use of MPAC’s computers. 

All statistics and figures used 
by CAFTA at our meetings are 


carefully arrived at and are nev- 


er blown out of proportion. To ~ 


do so, would undermine our 
credibility. 

CAFTA does not wish to be- 
come involved in a public forum 
of manipulating figures in order 
to influence the-people of this 
province. Mr. Peters points about 
MPAC's customer service levels 
could be debated to some end 
only if there was an open forum 
and all parties had the right to 
MPAC’s real numbers. 

Talking to professional man- 
agers at MPAC will do nothing 
for our goal of assessment re 
form. Without equal access to 
their information any questioner 
is at a disadvantage. 

Mr. Peters does not have the 
background to fully understand 
the concerns of CAFTA. Without 
that knowledge and the deter- 
mination and ability to delve 
deeply into MPAC, with all due 
respect, his insights into this 
topic are of limited value. 


The Plan is Flawed 


it should also be made clear 
that the people at MPAC are not 
the villains. They are simply ex- 
ecuting a plan that is flawed. 

Aside from the central issue 
of skewed statistics provided 
by Dean Peters/MPAC, the as- 
tonishing acknowledgement 
that the average assessment 
increase province-wide was in 
the order of a whopping 13 per 
cent should be cause for con- 
“cern for even Dean Peters. 


The fact that assessment in- 


creases could be increased on 
average to that extent, com- 
pared to cost-of-living and av- 


erage salary increases that only 


moved upwardly in the range of 


three to four per cent is fright- 


-ening. Increasing property as- 


sessment is a sure step in ensur- 
ing acommensurate municipal 
tax increase. And 13 per cent 
should be an acceptable aver- 
age level? 


It is naive to the extreme to 
think that the fairness and ap- 
propriateness of the current 
assessment system should be 
determined by the amount of 
Requests for Reconsideration or 
Appeals that are received an- 
nually by MPAC. Most people 
simply accept their assessments 
regardless of increases as they 
think that it would be an exer- 
cise in futility to challenge them 
or“take on city hall’as it is often 
perceived. 

The fundamental shortcom- 
ing of Current Value Assessment 
(CVA) is that it is based on the 
frivolities of the real estate mar- 
ket. As long as real estate values 
remain the central criteria to de- 
termine property assessment, 
we will not be able to ensure 
stability and predictability in 
the system, which is so essen- 
tial for our senior citizens and 
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the countless families @#vho are 
on fixed incomes. 
" if a home owner does abso- 


_lutely nothing to improve the 


value of his/her property ina 
given year, why should that per- 
son's assessment increase solely 
because of the sale of someone 
else’s house especially since an 
increased assessment translates 
inevitably into increased munici- 
pal property taxes? The fact that 
MPAC decided to freeze the 2005 
assessments to the 2004 levels 
is a tacit admission that the sys- 
tem (CVA) is not working. 


The Province of Nova Scotia 
had been struggling with this 
issue and on May 20, 2004 under 
Bill 40 (as amended), rolled the 
assessments back four years to 
the 2001/2002 level. This partly 
corrected the problems down 
there that also now confront 
this province. 

Our goal, as stated in our 
membership information is to 
have the government recognize 
that the foundation of MPAC is 
flawed; and then make recom- 
mended changes to provide an 
acceptable alternative where 
the people of this province have 
some control over the taxes they 
are paying.

“Bay of Quinte targets final actions 
in strategy for eco-system cleanup 


Belleville---in 1985, the gov- 
ernments of Canada and the 
United States identified The 
Bay of Quinte as a pollution 
hotspot on the Great Lakes. A 
mix of toxic contaminants, bac- 
terial, and nutrient overloads 
had led to great imbalances in 
the aquatic ecosystem of the 
Bay. Plant and animal diversity

Something had to be done 
without delay.

Committee representing local, 
Bay of Quinte interests drafted 
an action plan (1993). 


BQ- RAP has three distinct 
stages. Stage I - defining the 
problems; Stage II - recom- 
mending restoration actions 


toring to measure success 

BQ-RAP is in the final 
months of its current Five- 
Year Work Plan (2001-2005). 
A number of targeted actions 
have been taken to protect prog- 
ress to date: 

- protection of significant nat- 
ural areas in partnership 
with municipalities and 
landowners (256 hectares 
of wetland have been suc- 
cessfully rehabilitated) 

- restoration and protection 
of fish habitats (a Bay of 
Quinte Fish Habitat Man- 
agement Plan has been de- 
veloped) 

. wildlife monitoring to track 
trends in environmental 
conditions via commu- 
nity volunteers (Commu- 


nity Wildlife Monitoring 


rus loads to the Bay from 
sewage treatment plants). 


What deanup action remains 


A review of where the com- 
mittee stands and what cleanup 
actions remain to be completed 
has just begun. This review will 
also include an anticipation of 
on-going monitoring needs. 


The ultimate goal is to have 
the Bay removed from the list of 
pollution hotspots on the Great 
Lakes. In addition to complet- 
ing Stage II actions, “monitor- 
ing, measuring and maintain- 
ing” will be the watchwords in 
Stage III of the BQ-RAP. 


Ganaraska region on board 
in major protection program 


Port Hope -Local Conservation 
Authorities, including Ganara- 
ska Region Conservation Au- 
thority (GRCA) are gearing up 
for a program focusing on the 
long-term protection of drink- 
ing water sources for the Trent/ 
Ganaraska Watershed Region. 
‘The province has announced 
that a total of $13 million is to 
be provided to assist Ontarios 
36 Conservation Authorities 


and their partners to initiate 
the preparation of source pro- 
tection plans. 

“Protecting water before it 
enters our treatment systems 
is the first step in making sure 
our drinking water is safe;” said 
Leona Dombrowsky, Minister 
of the Environment. 


GRCA, in partnership with 
the Crowe Valley, Lower Trent, 


Kawartha Region and Oto- 
nabee Region Conservation 
Authorities, will be directing 
the preparation of watershed- 
based source protection plans 
for the watershed region - a 
15,000 square kilometre area 
stretching from Algonquin Park 
to Lake Ontario. 

Lower Trent Conservation is 
the lead for the Trent/Ganara- 
ska Watershed Region.

At the top of the 
list is The Friends of Marmora 
Library. 

Without their years of efforts 
one does wonder just where 
the Library would be today. Re- 
tired Librarian, the late Ruby Mc- 
Coy, worked tirelessly to form 
The Friends who then jumped 
right into fundraising for im- 
provements. 

From 1996 to 2000 The Friends 
held dances, a road toll, a musical

Don Mills, Ont.--- Trees On- 
tario (TO), through the For- 
est 2020 Program , is seeking 
Eastern Ontario landowners 
who wish to have trees planted 
on their property during the 
spring of 2005. 

To qualify, the area available 
for planting must be two hect- 
ares (roughly 5 acres) or more 
in size. The program will focus 
on planting abandoned and un- 
derutilized farmland which has 
been relatively tree-less for at 
least the past 12 years. 

“Forest 2020 offers qualified 
landowners an approximate- 
ly 75 per cent reduction in the 
cost of planting and tending as 
well as technical support to en- 
sure a successful planting,” said 
Anne Koven of the Trees On- 
tario Foundation. “Our target is 
to plant 1,200 hectares of land

on abandoned or underutilized 
farmland” 

TO, along with Natural Re- 
sources Canada, Canadian Forest

Kissing Ball Creation 

Speaker for the evening was 
Caroline Glenn from Grahams 
Florists. She had on display a 
Kissing Ball, and proceeded to 
show the membership how to 
make one. 

She started with a dark green 
styrofoam ball, slightly small- 
er than a basketball. This she 
bought for $15 at a Lewiscraft 
shop in the Belleville Mall. With 
a curtain hook she punched it

full of holes. A wire (18 inches) 
was inserted through the centre 
until it protruded at the bottom, 
leaving an equal length of wire 
at each end. 

The two ends were joined at 
the top of the ball, and twisted 
tightly. Through the loop, inset 
a wide hanging red ribbon. Us- 
ing either spruce boughs or bal- 
sam, cut off the tips of the same 
length, peel the needles from the 
ends and holding the ends firmly 
stick them in the holes already 
prepared in the ball. 

Starting at the top and con- 
tinuing around the ball, twist 
the twigs so that they face in 
different directions and fill all 
the holes so that no spaces are 
left, and the ball is compact. It 
may take two hours to complete. 
Caroline prefers to use balsam 
twigs as they are easier on the 
fingers. Decorate the complet- 
ed ball with red loops wired on 
a stick, placed at intervals. The 
kissing ball can now be hung by 
its red ribbon.

A Bit of History of the 
Cadet Corps 

The term “Cadet Corps” 
first appeared in 1898 under 
an agreement with the Province 
of Ontario. The agreement also 
provided that.a member of the 
teaching statf would become 
the permanent instructor for 
the cadet corps rather than a 
temporary instructor detailed 
from the local militia unit 


\ Cadet Corps affiliation 
with a local militia unit dates 
from 1899 when the General 
Order Numbers 60 and 61 in 
dicated that such an affiliation 
was possible as long as the ca 
dets were between the ages of 14 
and 19. The Militia Bill of 1904 


aD 


authorized boys over 12 years 
of age to be formed into school 
cadet corps and young men over 
14 years of age but under 18 years 
of age to be formed into senior 
cadet corps. In'this way, there 
would be a group of junior and 
a group of senior cadets. 


During the years before the 
First World War and until its 
conclusion, the cadet movement 
thrived in Canada. In 1918 there 
were over 64 000 cadets enrolled 
and upwards of 40 000 ex-ca- 
dets had voluntarily enlisted to 
serve their country. After the 
“War to end all Wars’), there was 
a decline in interest in the cadet 
movement. The uniform allow- 
ance was cancelled in 1931 and 
the instructional grant for ju- 
nior cadets was cancelled. This 
post-war period created difficult 
times for even the strongest of 


cadet corps. 


As everyone had expected, the 
dawning of the Second World 
War brought a renewed inter- 
est in the cadet movement. In 
1942, His Majesty King George 
V1 conferred the title “Royal” 
to the army cadets. The Royal 
Canadian Army Cadets become 
the official designation; one that 
we still use today. His Majesty 
also accepted the appointment 
of Colonel-in-Chief of the Royal 
Canadian Army Cadets. HRH 
Prince Philip, Duke of Edin- 
burgh holds this appointment 
today. There was an enormous 
expansion in the movement dur- 
ing the war and 115 000 boys 
enrolled as cadets. The grants 
that had been cancelled earlier 
in the century were reinstated 
and a standard pattern uniform 
was established at a very reason- 
able cost. In 1943, an Inter-Ser- 
vice Cadet Committee was set 
up to study common matters 
among the three elements. In 
May 1944 a new Army Cadet 
Flag was introduced in Army 
General Order 219.

fore Christmas. She is planning 
to create a book of memories 
in honour of Bill so that her 
six grandchildren can get to 
know him better through the 
memories gleaned from other 
members of the family and his 
friends. 

“What an absolutely wonder- 
ful idea,” said Ms. White. “Most 
people agree that it's important 
to recall memories and cherish 
the lives of loved ones.” 

Referring to all the commen- 
dation received for Palliative 
Care’s role in the bereavement 
process, Ms. White said it was 
the best Christmas gift she could 
hope for. 

“With the holidays in full

2004 has seen the first female firefighter for the Stirling Raw- 
don Fire Department and she has fit in comfortably with her 
peers, providing the team with a female touch. 

Each year the Stirling Rawdon Fire Fighters set up a booth in 
the middle of Front St. in Stirling to raise money to fight Mus- 
cluar Dystrophy. This year they raised over $8,000 from the 
generous community. Since the Fire Fighters began their an- 
nual drive in the 1970's, they have raised in excess of $115,000 
responding to the fight against MD, 

Medical emergency training along with training for fires are 
ongoing and intense for the Volunteer Fire Fighters. In a fire 
situation, there are marly situations where there is a risk of in- 
jury, including the fire itself, structures breaking, unstable floors, 
falling objects and falls from heights. 

Fires can create dangerous situations such as sudden ignition 
of products creating “flashover” or “backdraft” where air is in- 
troduced to an area that is superheated and oxygen starved. The 
Stirling Rawdon Fire Fighters are trained to deal with all medi- 
cal emergency situations and fire situations.

For the Hastings Village Ma- 
rina, it was the celebration of 
a five-year project that added 
long-term docking facilities for 
60 craft and a handsome new 
marina centre.
